Ink a stupid creature, baa been mis- | 
applied In some cases, but it correct¬ 
ly describes several varieties of birds 
of the gannet species common to cer¬ 
tain Islands of the Caribbean sea. 

Tbe booby la a small water fowl, 
and In spring and summer millions 
of IU kind flock to seven little Islands 
some thirty-five miles southeast of 
- Jamaica. Tbe booby bird la so called 
because of iu stupidity, since It has 
; absolutely no feaf of man. Tbe Is¬ 
lands frequented by these birds are 
'leased to private Individuals who de¬ 
rive a larga Income from tbe collec¬ 
tion and aale of booby eggs. Nearly 
60.000 dozen booby eggs wers taken 
from tbe seven little islands to Ja¬ 
maica last year, wbere they- were sold 
at tbe rate of about $3.25 for a case 
containing 600. 

-^n American consular officer famil¬ 
iar with tbe subject states that while 
booby eggs are only about two-thirds 
as large as ben’s eggs they are but 
little inferior In quality. There might 
be a market In this country for the 
booby product.

Everybody knows that foxes are 
fond of rabbits and bens: but. in spits 
of Eaop’s fable we forget that they 
have what is called “a sweet tooth,” 
and frequently eat ripe fruit. The 
coyote# of Point Loma. which are first 
cousins of the foxes, often devour two 
or three watermelons In one night. 
They bite them open and relieve their 
thirst, as well as satisfying their love 
for sweet things They will also eat 
tbe “prickly pears” which grow on, tbe 
wild cacti, and are even suspected of 
robbing big fruit trees.
